bers generally agreed on the need for some kind 
ot program. 
Board member Joseph Gendron proposed that 
the administration come up with costs for a con­ 
trolled open enrollment plan, with and without bus 
ing. He said he prefers a system without busing. 
Nelson said he thought some integration could 
he achieved by open enrollment and the judicious 
placement of portables, giving students the oppor­ 
tunity to attend another school if they wish. 
“ No plan we might devise will be pleasing to 
everyone,” Nelson said. “ But I think we have to 
keep trying to meet the objectives of the board and 
the com m ittee.” 
Costs, he said, would be far less because such 
a plan would not involve as many students. 
A less expensive plan might be worked out in 
the budget by taking money from some other pro­ 
gram, he said. This kind of budgeting goes on all 
the tim e, he added, but can only be accomplished 
where the amount of money involved is sm all. 
Board mem ber Philip W essels a^-ked if some of 
the $900,000 in federal funds being used for com 
pensatory education programs could be transferred 
to an integration plan. Nelson said he doubted if 
federal funds would be available for busing stu­ 
dents, 
Donald McCombs, board president, said he felt 
“ all of us are rather shocked by the costs of this 
p ro g ram ” but added he thought 
the board does 
need to move rather quit kly if an alternative plan 
is to be found in time for next w ar. 
McCombs emphasized that, since this meeting 
was a study session, the board has not yet acted 
on the integration proposal. 
The distric t auditorium was nearly full, and som e 
20 m em bers of the audience spoke briefly. 
Resolutions from three organizations supported 
the plan as proposed. They were the Associated 
Pomona Teachc-rs, the Pomona Yu’ley Human Re­ 
lations Council and the League of Women Voters. 
Jim Huffman, president of APT, said: 
“ I do not believe we should wait to be forced 
to solve our educational problems, I do not see the 
problem growing easier by putting off the decision.” 
He said as educators, the teachers have indicat­ 
ed they are willing to implement 
the proposed 
plan. Vote of teachers on the plan was two out 
of three in favor of it. Ninety-two per cent of the 
teachers and administrators in the district are m em ­ 
bers. 
Among their reasons for supporting the plan 
were that integrated education 
"is a necessity” 
if all students are to have equal opportunnv, lessen­ 
ing the age differential at the elem entary level, 
assigning students to area schools by levels rather 
than by racial or ethnic factors, giving all students 
an opportunity to meet and work with other racial 
and ethnic groups prior to entering the turmoil 
of adolescence and providing a stabilizing influence 
in the community. 
Letitia McConnell asked what would happen to 
federal funds the district receives if a suit were 
brought to require the district to desegregate North 
San Antonio School, which has 80 per cent Negro 
enrollment. 
Michael Sortillon raided questions as to the abil­ 
ity of Negro students to learn. 
Other opinions expressed included the following: 
—That there is no objection to integration, but 
it should be accomplished by Negroes moving into 
areas serving m ostly white students. 
—“ You are going to antagonize people and create 
more problems than you solve with this plan." 
—“ The 
majority are 
for integration, 
but we 
don’t want to be scared into something like this.” 
—“ My greatest concern is the safety and wel­ 
fare of my children. My house is close to schools. 
We should not take children out of their natural 
environment.” 
—“The issue is quality educalion. Our values 
in this society are determined by racism. Perhaps 
we cannot implement the entire plan now, but we 
should make a start.” 
—“ Unless the board com es up with a better 
idea, let's use the plan.” 
—“ We are not giving the board an atmosphere 
in which they can do the best for quality education 
for our children,” 
—“There is no way you can force an education 
on anyone.” 
—“ Although the plan would make it more diffi­ 
cult for me personally, I am in hope 
it will mean 
a better future for all our children. ’ 
—“ Why can’t kids at a predominantly 
Negro 
school like Arroyo get as good an education as 
those at Kellogg?” 
—“ We have pushed our adult problems off onto 
our kids. They go to school for six years and then 
are dumped into junior high school. We should 
shift the problem to the grade school.”

Harry Truman 
To Turn 85 
On Thursday 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) 
“ I wish they would forget about 
my birthdays,” Harry S. Tru­ 
man 
once 
said. 
‘‘They 
only 
make me a year older.” 
The nation’s 33rd president 
will be 85 Thursday, and 
it 
promises to be a quiet, family 
day at the white frame Truman 
home in suburban Independence. 
Although 
reported 
in 
good 
health for a man of his years, 
Truman 
rarely 
makes 
public 
appearances 
these 
days 
andi 
plans to make no exceptions for 
his birthday anniversary. 
‘‘He’s feeling fine,” said Mrs. 
Truman, who is nine month 
younger than her husband andi 
keeps a close eye on his activi 
ties. ‘‘He’s doing a lot of walk 
ing now, and that helps.” 
There will be the usual con­ 
gratulatory telegrams and tele­ 
phone calls, but no big celebra 
tion is on the agenda. 
The Trumans’ daughter, Mrs 
Clifton Daniel, and her four sory; 
are not expected to come from 
New York because the older 
boys are in school. 
Truman's sister, Miss Mary 
Jane Truman, 79, said she prob 
ably will drop in from her horn 
in nearby Grandview. 
Birthday Luncheon 
The former president is not 
scheduled to attend, but there 
still will be the traditional birth­ 
day luncheon in his honor in a 
downtown 
Kansas City 
hotel. 
Truman last attended one of 
these parties in 1966. 
Henry J. Talge, a retired in­ 
dustrialist, 
began 
giving 
the 
stag luncheons 
in 1953 when 
Truman 
returned 
from 
the 
White House. There were onlv 
22 guests at the first one, but 
the affair has grown to number 
several hundred persons. 
“ I’ve told him when he reach­ 
es his 100th birthday he’s on his 
own,” Talge chuckled. 
About a dozen members of the 
unit 
Truman 
commanded 
in 
World War I Battery D of the 
129th Field Artillery Battalion, 
will be on hand at the luncheon 
Truman is official custodian 
of an old bottle of cognac which 
will go to the last surviving 
member of the battery. There 
were about 85 known members 
still alive at last count. Still the 
conscientious commanding offi 
cer, Truman continues writing 
letters of condolence to relatives j 
of deceased comrades. 
“ Hurray, Harry!” the veter 
ans will shout in a traditional 
cheer for their old captain.

The former chief executive is 
one of the post’s five surviving 
charter members. 
Truman used to work at the li 
brary every day, often leaving 
his desk to escort tourists on a 
personally conducted tour or to 
talk to visiting school children 
He handed out ballpoint pens in­ 
scribed, “ I swiped this from 
Harry S. Truman.” 
“ What’s A ll the Fuss?” 
The library is only about six 
blocks from his home, but Tm 
man stopped going 
there 
in 
July, 1966. His only visit since 
then was last March 21 when he 
accepted 
President 
Nixon's 
presentation of a piano formerlv 
used in the White House. 
Truman professes to despise 
birthday parties—“ What in the 
hell is all the fuss?"—but in 
past years he went along with 
the idea. 
His most memorable anniver 
sary, he once said, was in 1945 
when it coincided v.ith his an­ 
nouncement of the end of fight 
ing in Europe. 
Truman often has said he ex 
pects to live a long time, be ­ 
cause he comes from sturdy pio 
neer stock. His mother was 94 
when she died in 1917.

president 
has 
changed his optimistic outlook 
since that day in 1953 when he 
told a cheering crowd which had 
assembled at the railroad sta 
tion in Washington to give him a 
sendoff home. 
" I will never forget this if 1 
live to be 100—and that’s what 1 
expect to do.”

Dr. Howard R. Neville 
was introduced to ihe Claremont academic 
community last week as the successor to 
George C. S. Denson, who annouin ed 
his retirement last September for health rea- 
sons. 
Dr. Neville is coming to CMCs oO stu­ 
dent body from mighty Michigan State 1 ni- 
versity with its more than 45.000 students. 
The president-elect was first bent on a ca­ 
reer in business but turned to college ad­ 
ministration 15 years ago because of “ the 
opportunity to servo, ’ he said. Since 106.1 
he has been the chief academic officer at 
Michigan State, which, incidentally, is look­ 
ing for a new president. 
Dr. Neville will find that although Clare­ 
mont Men’s College is considerably smaller 
than MSU, that the same problems exist to 
a degree on both campuses. 
In his first appearance on campus. Dr. 
Neville gave the faculty and students a pre­ 
view of his worth as an educator and as an 
administrator. 
In response to a queslion al>out the place 
of ROTC on a university campus, he stated: 
“ Military officers will be trained somewhere 
in this country. Military officer training in 
a university atmosphere is likely to make 
better officers.” 
The fact that Dr. Neville served in the 
Army Air Corps during the w ar and as a 
Naval Reserve officer in peacetime makes 
his opinion even more authoritative. 
A person in the administrative offices 
of CMC noted that when the students asked 
for 20 minutes with Dr. Neville, he replied, 
“Yes. of course, 10 minutes for you and 
10 minutes for m e.” 
There’s no question that the job of col­ 
lege president is certainly a challenging one 
in these days of student unrest. But we have 
an idea that the students of CMC will find 
an equal challenge in their new prexy—a 
person who is not only fair but firm. There’s 
no reason why the students and their presi­ 
dent should not get along extremely well—if 
everyone understands the ground rules to 
start with,

In a high s c h o o l near my 
home som etim e back, a great 
m any students participated in a 
sitdown strike against an injus­ 
tice. Students told this reporter 
later that thev had joined in, 
even though they w eren’t sure 
w hat the strike w as about, be­ 
cause they had sym pathy for 
their fellows, w hatever the prob­ 
lem was. They found out later 
that the act of injustice being 
protested had never occurred.

American business is looking with grow­ 
ing concern at Ihe pool from which its lead­ 
ers have traditionally come — the nation’s 
colleges and universities. 
The concern is that the widening gap 
between the turned-off generation and the 
“Establishment” could eventuate in a seri­ 
ous management gap. 
One way many companies are fighting 
back is by trying to interest young people 
in cultural pursuits and by supporting those 
who have such interest. The hope is not 
that tomorrow’s business loaders will come 
from the ranks of those who are directly 
involved in business-sponsored projects but 
that a subtle message will reaeh far beyond 
them. 
The message is that American business 
isn't interested only in profits. It recognizes 
its responsibility to the community in which 
it functions and is attempting to meet that 
responsibility. 
Hundreds of companies are investing mil­ 
lions of dollars in this effort. For example, 
Geigy Chemical Corp., in eooj»eration with 
New York’s Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
is sponsoring a pilot art program for high 
school students. Columbia Gas of Pennsyl­ 
vania, Inc., is in its 14th year of bringing 
symphony orchestras to small communities* 
One of the leaders in the movement k 
American Airlines, which sponsors a con­ 
tinuing nationwide program called Ameri­ 
can Youth Performs. The program organ­ 
izes lo c a l community concerts by outstand­ 
ing high school musicians. In tin* past year 
alone AYP 
produced 3 33 su-h musical 
events. 
For the cream of the hometown crops, 
the \e ar culminates at Carnegie Hall in New 
York on May 13, when youngsters from all 
over the United States, Canada and Mexico 
will participate in a ‘JO-pieee orchestra and 
UU-voajt chorus.

This doctrine, advanced as jus­ 
tification for the R ussian inva­ 
sion of Czechoslovakia, scares 
the wits out of countries in E a st­ 
ern Europe that can see their 
num ber com ing up next. 
But the shock of the doctrine, 
top policy m akers believe, ex ­ 
tends fa r beyond the C om m unist 
bloc. G am el Abdel N asser of

said to be distinctly nervous as 
inor»* and m ore Soviet aid in 
one form and another pours in 
with the prospect that he will 
be told to toe the line or su tler 
the consequences. 
Hanoi can r e a d the signs of 
the Brezhnev chill. While being 
careful not to give the slightest 
public hint, since the Soviets 
a re the biggest w ar suppliers 
by far, lim ited sovereignty — 
the doctrine of papa-know s-best 
— could encourage a desire to 
get out from under the Russian 
thum b. 
In his M ay Day speech Brezh­ 


nev was all sunshine and spring 
flowers. But, just the day be­ 
fore, P ravda let loose another 
at those trying to “ underm ine 
C om m unist solidarity-’ 
by a t­ 
tacking the doctrine of lim ited 
sovereignty. The target w as Tito 
of Y ugoslavia who, as an inde­ 
pendent trying to stand free of 
dom ination by either of the su­ 
perpow ers, has long been under 
the Russian gun. Tito recently 
proposed a sum m it m eeting of 
the n e u t r a l s to prevent the 
sm all and m edium pow ers from 
becom ing, as he put it, “ sim ple 
paw ns in the gam e of the big 
ones.” 


As he m asters A m erica’s com ­

the world, R ogers has a view 


refreshingly new at the top lev­ 
el. The Secretary of State is a 
pragm atist, not a dogm atist. He 
understands th at the tim e has 
long since passed, if indeed it 
ev er existed, when the United 
States can tell other countries 
w hat to do. If th at Is the role 
the Soviet Union is now determ ­ 
ined to play, with papa-knows- 
best the ruling doctrine, then 
the constrast w il1 be the sharp­ 
e r as

course of cooperation and gentle 
persuasion. 


Visiting V ietnam for the first 
tim e, Rogers will have a per­ 
sonal reunion that is a source of 
g reat gratification. One of his 
four sons, Jeffrey, is the navi­ 
gator on a hospital ship. W'hen 
he enlisted in the N avy Jeffrey, 
a N ational M erit Scholar and a 
junior Phi B eta K appa, knew 
nothing about navigation, and 
th at he has m astered the direc­ 
tion of a craft 800 feet in over­ 
all length gives his father a 
w arm g l o w of paternal pride. 
Spending a day with his son, 
seeing wounded and shattered 
young soldiers brought on board 
by helicopter, Rogers will have 
another and m ore im m ediate 
reason to press hard for an end 
to the w ar. 


The young college protesters 
draw great attention by shout­ 
ing about the “ m ilitary-industri­ 
al com plex,” the Cl \, defense- 
oriented research in the schools 
and the like.

No one knows w hat proportion 
of general corporate earnings 
and activity can he ascribed to 
he very substantial, not only di­ 
rected through prim e and secon­ 
d ary defense contracts but in­ 
directly as a result of the in­ 
evitable w ave effect through the 
whole industry. 
In th e fiscal y ear ending this 
June 30, the federal tax on cor­ 
porate earnings will yield t h e 
T reasu ry about $38 billion. The 
outlook for next y ear is about 
the sam e. 
N early $15 billion com es to the 
governm ent in excise taxes, and 
som e of these are m anufactur­ 
e rs’ levies which reflect sharply 
the level of industrial activity. 
All aisde from this la tte r rev­ 
enue, the coporate incom e tax 
intake represents about 20 cents 
of every U.S. tax dollar. By 
next year, higher education w ill 
get nearly $5 billion of federal 
moneys.

F ederal funds now represent 
nearly one-quarter of total n a­ 
tional 
expenditures

day by universities and colleges. 
And in the 1965-70 span, the fed­ 
eral governm ent will have paid 
a healthy share of construction 
costs in the erection of $9 bil­ 
lion worth of college classroom s. 
Nor can state revenues be 
overlooked. In fiscal 1968, the 
states collected $2.519 billion in 
corporate incom e taxes. F o r the 
cu rren t fiscal y ear a fair esti­ 
m ate would be $2.750 billion. No 
sm all part of this intake can be 
laid directly or indirectly to the 
profits of the m ilitary - indus- 
tiral com plex. 
M oreover, the states, too, ap­ 
ply som e excises which are in 
fact or effect m an u factu rers’ 
taxes.

California, the g reat nesting 
place of the prim e defense con­ 
tract, spent $770 million in fis­ 
cal 1967 on its unequalled col­ 
lection of nine u n i v e r s i t y 
branches and 18 state colleges. 


The vehem ent protesters a t 
som e of these California schools 
seem willing to accept a g reat 
deal of tainted “ m ilitary-indus­ 
tria l” m oney in exchange for 
the p r i v i l e g e of protesting 
against just a little of it.

and state m unificence to sup­ 
port them in their dilettantish 
gam e of revolution is g re a te r 
than figures on corporate taxes 
suggest. For it is clea r that the 
m ilitary-industrial com plex m a ­ 
terially enlarges federal-state in­ 
dividual incom e taxes. At t h e 
federal level, these am ount to 46 
cents of each tax dollar. 
The headlines now and then re­ 
count cheap victories socred by 
college protesters on the o u ter 
p erim eters of the m ilitary-indus­ 
trial battleground.

of picking up everyone they can 
find who has been accused of 
un offense sim ilar to the- case 
under investigation. No m a tte r 
if the person had a job and w as 
trytng 
to 
get 
along 
w ithout 
breaking the law, he could be 
taken to the station and ques­ 
tioned. 
When 
he 
w as 
released, 
of 
course, the job would be gone. 
Then he would be a suspicious 
ch aracter, w ithout visible m e. ns 
of support. It is very difficult 
for anyone with a police record 
to get a decent job. It is easy 
for them to lose it. 


T here are m any books w rit­ 
ten about people who have been 
wrongly convicted for crim es 
they did not com m it. M any of 
the authors have com e to the 
sam e 
conclusion, 
th at 
even 
w hen the facts com e to light 
no one is anxious to release the 
innocent person and clear his 
ch aracter, and if he has died in 
prison or been executed, it is al­ 
m ost im possible to get the rec­ 
ord put straight. 
The attitude seem s to be, he’s 
dead, and w hat’s the use now? 


The fact that the person m ight 
not like to be rem em bered by 
his fam ily and his friends as a 
crim inal dot's not seem to oc­ 
c u r to any official. If som eone 
insists, they will speak of a 
“ pardon.” A governor’s pardon 
is not a statem ent th at the per­ 
son is innocent of the crim e he 
has been w rongfully convicted 
of. I don’t recall any letters to 
the editor on this subject. 


If the new laws seem to be 
overly

rights of accused persons, per­ 
haps it is tim e for them . The 
facts a re th at w ealthy persons 
and organized crim e are now 
and have been practically im ­ 
m une to punishm ent.

DEAR DR. BROTHERS: We have two children, a girl eight and a boy ten. 
I've read quite a bit about parents explaining the facts of life to their children 
but 1 haven’t found much about homosexuality. How can a parent prepare a 
child to cope with a homosexual advance?—S.D. 


Dear Mrs. D.: The unsus­ 
pecting and naive child who is 
the object of homosexual ad­ 
vances either by a person his 
own age or an adult may be 
shocked and frightened by the 
experience. He may be afraid 
to discuss it with his parents, 
perhaps even feeling that he 
was somehow to blame. 


The concerned parents tries 
to inform his children, as nat­ 
urally as possible, about ho­ 
mosexual as well as heterosex­ 
ual behavior. Sometimes, how­ 
ever, because of the parent's 
embarrassment 
or 
lack 
of 
knowledge, such education is 
better carried out by profes­ 
sional persons or programs. 


It is important that the par­ 
ent be aware that some homo­ 


sexual orientation is to be ex­ 
pected in preadolescent c h i 1- 
dren and that incidental ho­ 
mosexual experiences in ado­ 
lescence do not forecast adult 
homosexuality in most young 
people. 
And the fact is that a seduc­ 
tion or attempted seduction by 
a homosexual may be disturb­ 
ing for a youth but does not 
necessarily establish a homo­ 
sexual 
pattern of behavior. 
Parents who are overly con­ 
cerned about the possible ho­ 
mosexual seduction of t h e i r 
children tend to have errone­ 
ous ideas about the conse­ 
quences of such an experi­ 
ence.

Such youths may actively seek 
to attract the 
attentions of 
same-sex adults because of 
their own sexual inclinations, 
rather than being merely un­ 
witting partners. 


For the child who has been 
raised to have a healthy identi­ 
fication with his sex, the at­ 
tentions of a homosexual may 
be upsetting but need not be 
traumatic. The likelihood of 
coming into contact with a ho- 
mosexually inclined individual 
is greater for boys than girls, 
but both should be given some 
idea how to handle the situa­ 
tion, ideally, by the parent of 
the same sex. 


A boy should be advised that 
certain places tend to encour­ 
age or stimulate homosexual 
acting 
out: 
public 
men’s 
rooms, locker rooms, gymna­ 
siums 
and 
dormitories. 
He 
i-hould be cautioned about the 
risks of hitchhiking or accept­ 
ing rides with strange men. 
A girl needs less explicit ad­ 
vice but parents should re­ 
main sensitive to any intense 
and prolonged attachment to 
another female which excludes 
interest in the opposite sex. In 
our culture, considerably more 
contact is allowed between fe­ 
males than between m a l e s , 
but the girl should be aware of 
obviously sexual overtures as 
distinguished 
f r o m 
merely 
friendly signs of affection. 
Female homosexuals often 
complain that their mothers 
did a very thorough job warn­ 
ing them about the dangers 
of 
heterosexual 
involvement 
without mentioning the homo­ 
sexual, leaving the girls with 
the impression that homosexu­ 
al behavior was somehow less 
serious or even condoned. 
But the parent should be 
careful not to exaggerate the 
prevalence of overt homosex­ 
uality. The child may become 
unduly suspicious of all adult 
o v e r t u r e s , 
mininterpret- 
ing friendly gestures as sexu- 
ual. The emphasis should be 
more on understanding the na­ 
ture of homosexuality t h a n 
condemnation of homosexual­ 


ity.

Craft at 12VL for long-term investment—six to 12 
months. We knew the high risk, hut it had excellent 
possibilities.

A—Electro-Craft’s earnings for 1968 are two 


cents a share vs. one cent for 1967. Of the 2 .?> million 
shares outstanding, nearly 80 per cent are owned by 
Napco Industries. Sales in 1968 of S2 million gener­ 
ated 8-17.480 of net income. Since conwirate earnings 
are one basis for judging a stock’s profit potential— 
and the P E multiple was astronomic— Electro-Craft 
appears to be a casualty from last year’s speculative 
splurge. You plunged when bids had run up from 
1 to I3 1 w and earnings were far below their 196.7 peak. 
These published f a c t s should have been weighed 
against the company’s “ excellent possibilités” as a 
manufacturer of electronic control systems. Here’s a 
classic example of what to avoid when speculative 
frenzy mounts.

Stew means pretty much the 
same

language. It means meat and 
potatoes stewed to a savory 
tenderness in a little liquid in a 
big pot. Whatever else you add 
might be considered incidental, 
except in the case of the great 
Greek stefado. Its sharp tomato 
wine sauce with a strong sug­ 
gestion of bay and lemon bears 
no 
resemblance 
to 
“ gravy.*’ 
The stewed Idaho potatoes con­ 
tribute their unique texture to 
the dish, and a h a n d f u l of 
almonds and feta cheese top the 
whole thing off in grand Greek 
style. 
There’s not getting around the 
fact that the meat and potatoes 
are the sustaining forces of any 
stew. They should be selected 
with care. What is sold as stew

both price and quality. For this 


stew, the shank of veal or lamb 
is called for. The price is right, 
the flavor is dependable and 
even the shank bone plays its 
role in the final analysis. 
As for the potatoes, we most 
often think of Idaho potatoes 
baked in their corky skins. But. 
if you have limited your use of 
these splendid spuds to baking, 
you’ll be surprised how good 
they are in other wavs.
